DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 5-9-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The claims remain rejected for the reasons of record. 

Applicant theorizes that the spectral analysis of embryo can be standardized 
such that a known desirable standard can be used to determine the quality of embryos 
by analyzing the raw spectral data produced thereby, however this has not been 
demonstrated. The specification explains how to obtain raw data however the 
specification does not describe the claimed invention. Applicant has not described the 
invention in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. There is no description of how the data can be effectively used. The 
invention has not been adequately described. 

Further one cannot practice applicant's claimed invention by reading the claims 
even when one considers the support provided by the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant claims a method for developing a model for the classification of 
somatic embryos yet there is no clear correlation drawn between the data collected and 
compared and the "quality" of an embryo. Applicant has not clearly established what 
the correlation is and thus it is unclear that applicant actually had within their 
possession a method for actually classifying plant embryo quality. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant claims a method for developing a model for the classification of 
somatic embryos yet there is no clear correlation drawn between the data collected and 
compared and the "quality" of an embryo. Applicant has not clearly established what 
the correlation is and thus the invention is undefined. 
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Please note that the language of a claim must make it clear what subject matter 
the claim encompasses to adequately delineate its "metes and bounds'*. See, e.g., the 
following decisions: In re Hammack, 427 F 2d. 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 
1970); In re Venezia 530 F 2d. 956, 958, 189 USPQ 149, 151 (CCPA 1976); In re Goffe, 526 
F 2d. 1393, 1397, 188 USPQ 131, 135 (CCPA 1975); In re Watson, 517 F 2d. 465, 477, 186 
USPQ 11, 20 (CCPA 1975); In re Knowlton 481 F 2d. 1357, 1366, 178 USPQ 486, 492 
(CCPA 1973). The courts have also indicated that before claimed subject matter can 
properly be compared to the prior art, it is essential to know what the claims do in fact 
cover. See, e.g., the following decisions: In re Steele, 305 F 2d. 859, 134 USPQ 292 
(CCPA 1962); In re Moore 439 F 2d. 1232, 169 USPQ 236 (CCPA 1969); In re Merat, 519 F 
2d. 1390, 186 USPQ 471 (CCPA 1975).
